10 CTlheras many outrages are daply committed againſt 
Pzeachers,# Piniſters of Gods wozd, not only in repꝛoch- 
full and contemptuous ſpeeches, but in laying violent hands 
vpon them-pou are to admoniſh your pariſhioners from mee, 
that they take heede of offending in that kind of fault (which 
by to much lentcp in thoſe that ought topuniſhit, is growen 
intollerable) And it pou know of any ſuch, to ſignifie x p lame 
vnto mee. 


11 Ahereas many hainous offences are daily committed 
againſt the lawes Eccleſiaſtical of his Bateſty, which being 
notoriouſly knowen in all the countrp, yet fo} feare, favout, oꝛ 
ſome other reſpect are never pꝛeſt᷑ted in any of our Generals 
oz Ulſicatios:Let notize be given vnto pour Ulardens, Pꝛo-
